Union Pacific Railroad | 
Company is inaugurating an 
interstate motor bus service 
which will cover its entire 
system and parallel local and | 
through routes. 

This is the first time, with the 
exception of an earlier attempt by 
the Southern Pacific, that a west- 
ern railroad system has under- 
taken the blanketing of its entire 
territory with motor bus service. 

Lines between Kansas City and 
Omaha on the east and Ogden ana 
Salt Lake City on the west will be 
operated by the Interstate Transit 
Lines and between Ogden and Salt 
Lake and the Pacific northwest and 
Los Angeles the system will be 
known as the Union Pacific Stages. 

Twenty new White buses, built 
especially for this service and in- 
volving some new features, have 
arrived at Denver to operate be- 
tween here and the East. Several 
hundred buses ultimately will be 
reauired for the full service. 

The mew coaches are of heavy 
construction, weighing eight and 
one-half tons each, are equipped 
with reclining chairs, inside baggage 
racks, and with a capacity of twen- 
ty-five passengers each. 

Schedules and fares have not yet 
been announced, but it is expected 
that the time between Omaha and 
Denver will be around twenty-four 
hours and between Kansas City 
and Denver twenty-eight hours. 
Fares will be competitive with other 
bus lines and lower than railroad 
fares. 

Schedules will provide for double 
daily service over the entire sys- 
tem and coaches will operate at 
night as well as in the day time. 
Connections will be made at Oraaha 
and Kansas City with lines to Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and the East. Lines 
serving Denver will operate into the 
heart of the city and use the Union 
Bus Terminal. 

No curtailment of existing rail 
service is contemplated at this time. 
New motor bus service is expected 
to relieve some ccngestion and pro- 
vide better facilities for handling 
local passenger traffic.

Gasoline Sold This Summer 
More Volatile Than t in 1928 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Motor 
gasoline sold during the sum- 

mer just closed was slightly more 
volatile than that distributed a 
year ago, the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines announced today, 
following completion of its twen- 
tieth semi-annual survey. 

This increase in volatility was 
shown by a general lowering of the 
average distillation range. As in 


the past, there was a marked dif- 
ference between “summer” and 
“winter” gasoline. That marketed 


this summer was less volatile than 
that sold during the winter, it was 
explained. 

Cities in which the motor gaso- 
line survey was conducted were 
New York, Boston, Washington, 
Pittsburgh, Chicago, New Orleans, 
St. Louis, Omaha, Denver, San 


Francisco, Laramie, Wyo., and Bar- 
tlesville, Okla. 


These cities were 


selected as representing widely scat- 
tered districts. 

In comparison with the summer 
of 1928, gasoline samples from Bos- 
ton, New York, Washington, Pitts- 
burgh and San Francisco show de- 
cided improvement in volatility, 
whereas, those from Laramie show 
a marked decrease in volatility. 

The bureau also announced that 
the natural gasoline industry con- 
tinued to establish new records in 
1928, when a total of 1,814,034,000 
gallons was produced. This rep- 
resents an increase over 1927 of 
1l per cent., as compared with an 
annual increase of 20 per cent. the 
preceding year and 21 per cent, in 
beth 1926 and 1925, indicating a 
slowing down in expansion to a 
point close to the average for the 
petroleuim industry as a whole. 

In 1928 natural gasoline prices 
showed a distinct increase over the

This important change 
in the position of natural gasoline 
led to withdrawals from stofage in 
1928 and to a general betterment of 
economic conditions in the industry 

During 1928. 1.814,000,000 gallons 
of natural gasoline was produced 
and 5,000,000 gallons withdrawn 
from storage, a total supply of 1,- 
819,000,000 gallons. Of this total 
1,399.000,000 gallons, or 77 per cent.. 
was reported as blended at refin- 
eries: 107,000,000 gallons, or 6 per 
cent.. was turned into pipe lines and 
run to stills; 27,000,000 gallons. or 
i.5 per cent.. was blended at the 
plants, and 25,000,000 gallons, or 1.5 
per cent., was estimated to have 
been blended by jobbers. leaving 
261,000,000 gallons, or 14 per cent 
for losses and quantities not ac- 
counted for. 

These figures. compared with 
those of the preceding year, repre- 
sent increases in use of natural 
gasoline by refiners and jobbers, but 
decreases in amounts run through 
pipe line and blended by the manu-

R during the summer and fall season are prevalent. A 
great amount of coal has been moving towards the head of 
the lakes all during the navigation season and a large 
amount’ of ore has been shipped to the lower lake ports. 

At the present time a glut of grain is reported at lower 
lake ports and the elevators are filled. This is delaying 
many lake ships a considerable time to unload and has 
started ship owners tying up their larger vessels. 

Just the other day one of the larger ships tied up at 
Ont., with 500,000 bushels of wheat aboard, to be 
held over the winter. This has come about a month ahead 
of the first storage boat last year. 

However, the regular ore boats are continuing to bring

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Insurance Burdens 


N his speech before the Detroit Rotary Club the other 
] day, Alfred Reeves brought up a subject that is of vital 
importance to every person connected with the automotive 
industry—the question of financial responsibility laws. 
While Massachusetts is happily still alone in possession of 
a compulsory insurance law, other states have recently passed 
financial responsibilty laws which have, in some cases, open- 
ings for oppressive action. 

For instance, New Jersey has a law under the terms of 
which the commissioner of motor vehicles has the right to 
revoke licenses or order liability insurance in cases where 
the car owner has committed a breach of any one of thirty- 
two laws, covering such trivial offenses as leaving the engine 
running, rear-light out or failing to signal with the hand. 
Mr. Dill, in New Jersey, is an expereinced official who would 
probably use discretion in ordering insurance for minor of- 
fenses, but surely the law carries dangerous possibilities. 

This whole problem of providing financial responsibility 
on the part of the vehicle owner in case of accident is an 
extremely complex and difficult one. Superficially, com- 
pulsory insurance seems to be a logical development, but 
there are many arguments against it. The theory does not 
work out into an efficient practice. Massachusetts walked 


—- 








gayly into a compulsory insurance law and has had nothing 


but grief ever since. 

There ought to be provision by which a person injured 
by a motor vehicle can secure financial redress for his jgjur- 
ies. The method of making some such provision is one that 
should have the most careful and most expert consideration. 
Jumping into half-baked solutions of the problem is going to 
do more harm than good. It is possible that some agency 
similar to the workman’s compensation law of certain states 
may be worked out, and in the meantime the whole autgmo- 
tive industry will do well to devote earnest thought to the 


problem. 
Lost—$2,000,000,000 


O most of us traffic congestion is simply an annoyance. 
We drive into the shopping district of our town or city 
and have difficulty in parking anywhere near where we want 
to go. 





We go out for a drive on Saturday or Sunday and,, 
seeking the popular cement paved Post Road that lies near} 
us, we roll gayly along at an average speed of ten or fifteen 
miles an hour and examine the rear axle of the car a few feet 
ahead of us. It is annoying, but, like true Americans, we 
thrive on annoyance and let it go at that. 

To most of us the idea that traffic congestion costs the 
United States more than $2,000,000,000 every year in cash 
will come as a surprise. Yet Secretary of Commerce Lamont 
is authority for the statement. He used the figures in 
addressing a committee which he has just formed to investi- 
gate traffic congestion and try to lessen it. So we may 
accept the figures as conservative, and $2,000,000,000. spent 
every year would go quite a way toward ending this ineffi-| 
cient piling up of vehicle traffic. 

The committee mentioned is going to investigate the) 
whole problem of traffic congestion. It is sending out ques- 
tionnaires and will tabulate the information thus received. 
Then it will make suggestions. If it were to suggest the 
segregation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic on different 
levels in the city by building or digging new levels, the cost 
would be large, but we venture to believe that however stag-| 
gering it might be it would be justified by the elimination of | 
the $2,000,000,000 a year that we pay for our present inef- 
fectual handling of the problem. 


“This is the time,” writes an earnest contemporary, “to

Somebody is ‘always taking the jey out 
of life, but the advice is good just the same.

I noticed recently in your paper | 
an editorial under the heading, 
“Car Prices Are Too Low,” or words 
to that effect, which seemed to me 


to contain more good common sense 
than anything I have recently seen 
on this subject. 

It is one of the mysteries of all 
time that American car manufac- 
turers, who have created one of the 
greatest industries of all time, who | 
have invented new methods of man- 
ufacturing which have totably revo- 
lutionized such processes, should 
be as short-sighted as they are in 
handling the dealer end of their 
business. The sales organization of 
any manufacturer is just as much his 
concern as any unit of his produc- | 
tion chain. Getting the goods into 
the hands of the public is just as 
important as making the products in 
the first place. The whole of a mod- 
ern business is a machine, not a lot 
of individual untis. You can’t pull 
out one unit and expect the machine 
to function. 

Some years ago I had a dealer- 
ship for a car that shall be name- 
less. My territory embraced five 
counties in a middle Western state. 
The first year, that is the first com- 
plete year, I sold 250 cars and 
trucks, which was doing good busi- 
ness for that territory and better 
than the former dealer had ever 
| thought of doing. The second year 
I sold 300 units, but I didn’t make 
as much money as I did the first 
year. The company had lowered 
prices quite considerably, business 
conditions in my territory weren't 
very good and I had to trade a lot 
to get rid of my 300 units. 

The third year I represented that 
company they took away one of my 
counties and gave it to another 
dealer and they set my quota at 
350. I went to the factory and 
squawked, but it didn’t do a bit of 
good. The sales manager told me I 
could turn in my franchise if I 
wanted to, but if I stayed as their 
dealer I would have to sell that 350 
| cars and trucks, which were delivery 


profit in a sale and cut their pro- 
duction so t a dealer can sell 
his goods like a reputable merchant | 
instead of swapping them like an old | 
time horse trader and we won’t hear 
any more about this second hand 
problem, for that is simply a reac- 
ition from an overproduction that

Analysis of Emergency 
Road Service Announced | 
By Carolina Motor Club 


REENSBORO, N. C., Oct. 15.— 

Analysis of emergency road 
service calls, answered by more 
than 500 official garages through- 
out North Carolina, indicate that 
motorists generally keep a wary 
eye on the gas tank, but are care- 
less in keeping up tires on their | 
cars, in the opinion of Coleman 

W. Roberts, vice-president of the 

Carolina Motor Club. 

During the nine months ending 
September 30, the club’s emergency 
service was invoked 10,759 times, 
1,105 more calls than for the entire 
year of 1928, when a new high mark 
of 9,654 calls was set. Garages trav- 
eled 25,528 miles this year to an- 
swer the emergency calls, the aver- 
age distance being 2.46 miles. 

“The comparatively small number 
of calls for towing service and gaso- 
line are surprising,” Mr. Roberts 
pointed out. “Only 553 persons ran 
out of gas, a bare 5 per cent. of 
the total calls, while 1,106, or 10 
per cent, represented towing calls. 
Tire calls were almost exactly half 
of the total requests serviced, 5,274. 
or 49 per cent., of the 10,759 calls 
resulting from tire service.

Los Angeles, Oct. 15.—August 
sales of new passenger cars in 
twenty-five representative 
showed a gain of 12.5 per cent., as 
compared with 26.2 per cent. in- 
crease in July. Comparative gains 
in the eight months and seven 
months periods ending in August 
and July were: 36.0 and 35.8 per 
cent., showing only a slight frac- 
tional “to date” percentage decline 
in August sales from those of July.

Incidentally, the sales increases 
in the twenty-one smaller cities 
were 15.0 per cent. (43,072-37,444) in 
August and 31.6 per cent. (330,603- 


251,069) for eight months, indicat- 
ing better proportionate August 
saxs in the smaller than in the 


larger cities, though the latter led 
in percentage gains “to date,”’ due to 
much larger percentage gains in the 
first half of the year 

New passenger car sales in the 
four key cities dropped from 55,711 
in July to 47,238 in August, a loss 
of 15.2 per cent. as contrasted with 
a National United States drop of 1.9 
per cent (242,010-247,845) in 1927 
and 4.6 per cent. (306,606-321,006) in 
1921. Last year there was an August 
sales slump in the country at large 
from July of 2.1 per cent. (324,085- 
317,191) due to a Ford gain of 19,575 
or 45.4 per cent, over July (62,669-43.- 
094). All this goes to prove that this 
year’s August drop from July in 
the four key cities anyway you figure 
it was more than a mere normal and 
seasonal decline. It was accom- 
panied by a drop in the “to date” 
gain in the four key cities from 40.4 
per cent. at the close of July to 35.6 
per cent at the end of eight months. 

Incidentally stock market crape- 
hangers are also howling about evi- 
dences of poor September sales. That 
month, however, always brings a 
sizable drop in national sales from 
those of August. It was 17.5 ver 
cent. (329,819-271.782) in 1928: 23.1 
per cent. (242,010-185.959) in 1927; 
and 13.7 per cent. in 1926 in the 
country at large. 

In view of ihe fact that Ford sales 
in the four key cities accounted for 
28.3 per cent. of all sales as against 
7.0 per cent. last year in the eight 
months period it is not surprising to 
see from the following table Ford 
new passenger car registrations up to 
the end of August whv the aggregate 
percentage gain of other makes than 
Ford was so far below that of the 
gross increase.

U. §. CARS REPLACING 
BAGDAD PACK TRAINS 


Washington, Oct. 15.—American 
passenger cars and buses are rap- 
idly supplementing donkeys and 
pack mules over the age-worn desert 
routes from Bagdad, Syria, to Tehe- 
ran in Persia. 

The progress of motor transpor- 
tation in the two countries is ex- 
panding every year, with 5,000 regu- 
lar routes now being traversed. 

According to a report from Cgon- 
sul John Randolph at Bagdad, 
American motor vehicles have played 
a large part in this development, 
amounting to approximately 85 per 
cent. of all vehicles in operation 
from Bagdad over four principal 
routes.

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duced; that doesn't 
anywhere. 

These goods which have been pro- 
duced efficiently must be moved 
away from their factories and out 
into the channels of trade to the 
ultimate consumer. 

The fact that sticks out of this 

movement is that it is the whole- 
saler who makes mass distribution 
possible. 
_ Conceive, if you can, a factory try- 
ing by itself to distribute its prod- 
ucts to the hundred thousand-odd 
retail outlets which must serve as 
points of contact with the ultimate - 
consumer. 

It is quite impossible. 

It is the wholesaler who makes 
mass distribution a fact. Instead 
of dealing with a hundred thousand 
retail outlets the manufacturer deals 
with a few hundred recognized, well 
established, well financed jobbers, 
and so far as he is concerned his 
distribution problem is licked. 

Authorities agree that the whole- 
saler is the most important link in 
the distribution chain. Without the 
wholesaler—buying in whole lots— 
manufacturers would be forced to 
curtail production, prices would be 
higher, volume, turnover and profits 
much lower. 

What's the use of saying that the 
wholesaler is through?

KENTUCKY OWNERS 


OPPOSE TRUCK TAX 


Present Rates Criticized 
At Annual Meeting: 
Elect Officers 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 15.—Luke B. 
Schmidt of Elizabethtown, Ky., 
was elected president of the Motor 
Truck Club of Kentucky to succeed 
T. M. Millett, retiring president, at 
the annual meeting of the body 
held recently at the Tyler Hotel. 

This organization is composed of 
truck owners, including fleet and 
transportation line owners, as well 
as individual owners, and also in- 
cludes the truck dealers of the state 
who haven't a separate truck body 

Other officers elected were: Vice- 
president, Clem S. Howard, Ashland; 
secretary, H. C. Kelting, Louisville; 


treasurer, Arthur C. Weber, Louis- 
ville, and directors, T. M. Millett, 
Louisville; C. T. Crowe, Lexington; 


Martin L. Schmidt, W. E. Dugan, C 
H. Gutermuth, C. H. Arnold, J. a 
Horn, John G. Epping and W. L 
Stodghill. Mr. Stodghill was the only 
new director named, the others be- 
ing re-elected, and an amendment 
to the by-laws was necessary to 
elect Stodghill, who is general man- 
ager of the Fireproof Storage Com- 
pany : 

Millett, the retiring president, 
in a paper read by Secretary 
Kelting, attacked license fees as- 
sessed by the state on both pas- 
senger and commercial vehicles, 
holding that they are exorbitant 
and range from 50 to 150 per cent. 
higher than in other states ad- 
joining, on the same _ vehicles, 
while Kentucky with a five cent 
gas tax also has a maximum gas- 
oline tax. 

Millett contended that the license 
rates were ridiculous and that it 
was entirely indefensible that Ken- 
tucky owners should have to pay 
such high rates. He advocated that 


all members of the body ascertain 
from their favorite legislative can- 
didates, regardlesss of party, how 


they stand on the matter of giving 
motor vehicle operators relief from 
exorbitant present license tax rates 
that they must pay. He said: “Go 
back home and stir up a little agi- 
tation in this connection. Awaken 
your representative to the impera- 
tive need for relief. Point out to him 
that Kentucky is not enjoying its 
natural increase in motor vehicles, 
due to the penalizing license rates 


which this state maintains. Point 
out to him that Kentucky's high- 
way fund has in excess of $15,0U0,- 
000 annually avaiZible. which is 


more than Indiany enjoys, yet that 
state has more and better roads and 
much cheaper license rates. “It was 
also pointed out that Ohio had 
much better roads, more roads and 
lower license rates than Kentucky, 
although rates are a trifle higher 
than those in Indiana 

Mr. Millett stated that during his 
three terms as president of the club, 


from personal observation. he had 
decided that the reason Kentucky 
has such bad automobile tax laws 


is because the people stand for them 
He has had experience with the 
state Legislature which convinced 
him that 90 per cent. of the voters 
do not know who they are voting for 
or what they are voting on, with the 


result that the political gang gets 
away with murder 
Last winter, he said, after many 


truck owners had paid their licenses 
the State Tax Commission even en- 
deavored to arbitrarily increase 


terests, through the club, collected 


or raised $3,238.25 to fight that in- 
crease, of which $2,228.57 was the 
cost of the suit, leaving a balance 
of $954.68, for which checks were 
distributed to members present, rep- 
resenting the prorated amount re- 
turned on their original investments 
It was stated that the amount to be 
refunded to truck owners of the 
state by the state auditor in all 
amounts to about $250,000. This sum 
of money was saved through co- 
operation of truck interests. With- 
out this co-operation it probably 
would have been lost. 

G. M. Fenley, a club member, sug- 
gested emplyoment of a highway 
engineer by the club to check on 
expenditures, and use of funds paid 
by motor owners into the state road 
funds, he contending that while 
Kentucky has large sums available 
annually for road work, here roads 


are in much worse condition than 
roads which he travels freely in 
other states. north and south, east 


and west of Kentucky, where license 
rates are not so high. 


Mr. Kelting advocated an insur- 
ance department of the club, to buy 
group insurance, or under a fleet 


plan of some sort, contending that 
arrangements could be worked out 
to save members 20 per cent. or 
more on their insurance. 

Discussion was also heard regard- 
ing plans for the club's legislative 
program before the next Legislature 
and calling for a drivers’ license 
law for all drivers of motor vehicles: 
to provide for repayment of unex- 
pired portions of car licenses o/ 
cars that are destroyed and off the 
road, and for several other worth 
while things. Under the Kentucky 
law licenses can be paid one day 
and if the car burns the next day 
the license fee is lost and the tags 
may not even be transferred to a 
new car

MOTOR WHEEL CORPORATION 
HIS is a year of expansion in production, profits and 
manufacturing facilities for the Motor Wheel Corpo- 
ration, which has shown gains in business corresponding 
with the general prosperity of the automotive industry. 

Since January 1, 1929, the corporation has moved into two new 
buildings. One of these was a complete new modern automotive hub 
plant, the construction of which cost in excess of $500,000, with equip- 
ment costing more than $1,000,000. The other new building was a new 
wire wheel plant, the construction and equipment for which cost about 
$500,000. : 

Within the next sixty days the company will start construction of a 
new shipping room and finished products warehouse, @ building 480 feet 
Jong and eighty feet wide, two -iories high, with a railroad siding on 
each side, giving the company increased shipping facilities, where it can 
spot twenty cars at one time 

Sales for the first nine months of the current year were slightly 
more than $30,000,000, as compared with $18,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, an increase of about 66 2-3 per cent. 

Earnings in the first six months of 1929 showed a sharp expansion 
over the corresponding period of last year, the net income amounting 
to $2,433,000, as compared with $1,332,000 in 1928. The per share net on 
the outstanding common stock was $3.55 in the first half of this year, as 
against $2.42 a year ago

The net income in 1928 showed a large gain over the preceding year, 
amounting to $2,915,000, equal to $4.24 on the commun stock. as com- 
pared with $1,543,000 in the preceding year. It will be noted that the 
net income in the first six months of the current year was less than 
$400,000 below the entire total for last year. indicating that this year’s 
figure should run well ahead of 1928. The estimated net for the last six 
months of 1929 is $2,000.000. which would bring the 1929 total to about 
$4,500,000.
